Congress to study 
Ford's spending 
cutting proposals 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford’s $20.3 billion pack­ 
age of spending au thority cu t­ 
backs and postponements is 
getting prompt stu dy in Con­ 
gress. 
Bu t members inv olv ed in 
bu dget-making indicated they 
will be more interested in the 
later recommendations Ford 
has promised to make on 
spending cu rbs. 
The list of rescisions and de­ 
ferrals Ford sent to Capitol Hill 
on Friday , and an additional $4 
billion package du e within a 
few day s, cov er only decisions 
prev iou sly made by the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e branch and taken into ac­ 
cou nt in compiling the $305 bil­ 
lion spending bu dget which 
Ford has u ndertaken to redu ce 
below $300 billion. Achiev ing 
this goal means Ford mu st find 
other places to cu t and post­ 
pone. 
This point was emphasized 
both by Roy L. Ash, director of 
the Office of Management and 
Bu cket, and later by Rep. Neal 
Smith, D-Iowa, who heads the 
new Hou se Bu dget Committee’s 
task force on the cu rrent bu dg­ 
et. 
“We’re ready to make resci­ 
sions, bu t we want to look at 
the kind of dollar that will be 
cu t,’’ Smith said in an inter­ 
v iew. 
He said that if, for ex ample, 
it was proposed to cu t ou t fu nds 
for loans to small bu siness or 
manpower training, “we may 
be cu tting fu tu re produ ction.’’ 
On the other hand, “a dollar 
spent for defaise this y ear is 
ex pended with no contribu tion 
to 
fu tu re 
produ ction,’’ 
he 
added. 


ex - 
Postponements 
of 
penditu res — which made u p 
the bu lk of Ford’s initial pack­ 
age — “are not a su bstantiv e 
answer,’’ Smith said. 
He said this approach had 
been tried before and when 
time came finally to spend the 
money , costs had risen and 
more fu nds were requ ired — 
“We hav e to look farther ahead 
than the 1975 bu dget.’’ 
Chairman George H. Mahon, 
D-Tex ., of the Hou se Appropria­ 
tions Committee, said he has 
assigned the committee staff to 
stu dy Ford’s message. He also 
said he is cu riou s to see what 
additional 
recommendations 
will be forthcoming. 
“I think it is a good idea to 
get all this ou t in the open,’’ 
Mahon said. 
The biggest ou tright cu t in 
the list su bmitted by Ford is 
$455.6 million in au thority for 
Ru ral Electrification Adminis­ 
tration Loans. 
The largest postponements 
were $9 billion for grants u nder 
the Env ironmental Protection 
Agency ’s program for constru c­ 
tion of waste treatment plants 
and two highway aid alloca­ 
tions — $4.3 billion for the 
present and earlier y ears and 
$6 .4 billion for the following 
y ear. 
Tlie only other bu dget au thor­ 
ity listed for ou tright cancella­ 
tion was $40 million for airport 
constru ction u nder the Appala­ 
chian Regional Dev elopmrat 
Program. 
Some $39 .6 million for v ariou s 
programs for the Health, Edu ­ 
cation and Welfare Department 
was marked for temporary 
postponement. 
Draft evader phone 
callers not to be 
arrested: Pentagon

Information 
prov ided

deserters du ring telephone in­ 
qu iries abou t President Ford’s 
amnesty program will not be 
u sed to arrest them or other 
deserters they may know, a 
Pentagon spokesman said to­ 
day . 
The Defense Department also 
annou nced that the first fou r 
men to report for participation 
in the program hav e completed 
processing and hav e been dis­ 
charged from the Army . 
The 
Pentagon 
spokesman 
said the fou r were discharged 
abou t midnight Friday at Ft. 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind., after 
signing a statement reaffirming 
their allegiance and pledging to 
complete alternate serv ice. 
The Pentagon said the fou r 
deserters discharged had ar­ 
riv ed at the fort Sept. 19. All 
fou r were in the Army before 
deserting. Their names were 
not released. 
The men receiv ed u ndesir­ 
able discharges, which are to 
be changed to clemency dis­ 
charges after they hav e satis­ 
factorily com plete their terms 
of alternate serv ice. 
Under the Ford clemency 
program, 
howev er, 
after 
deserters receiv e u ndesirable 
discharges there is no binding 
legal force to make them serv e 
the alternate serv ice. 
Meanwhile, some of the men 
who qu alify for the conditional 
amnesty program said they are 
hesitant to apply becau se they 
hav e established new liv ^ ou t­ 
side the United States or feel 
they do not owe the cou ntry 
two y ears of serv ice. 
“I feel I hav e already serv ed 
my cou ntry by refu sing an im­ 
moral war,’ said Ed Fitzgerald, 
who deserted Army basic train-

ing at Ft. Bragg, N.C., in 1969 
and has been liv ing in Sweden. 
Fitzgerald said he plans to 
retu rn to the States and to ap­ 
ply for clemency , bu t “I’m go­ 
ing hack with a gu n at my 
back.’’ 
Dav id Jensen, 28, a draft ev a­ 
der now liv ing in Winnipeg, 
Man., said he ^liev es most of 
the men who fled to Canada to 
av oid military serv ice will not 
want to giv e u p their new liv es. 
“I’m pretty su re the man on 
the street is not aware that 
most indiv idu al draft resisters 
are well established in the 
middle class,’’ said Jensen, for­ 
merly of Fargo, N.D. “It wou ld 
be an impossible situ ation to 
chu ck it all and go down to the 
U.S. in 9 0 day s.’’ 
The last of 122 men eligible 
for 30<lay paroles u nder the 
program were released from 
Ft. Leav enworth, Kan., on Fri­ 
day and 14 deserters were 
being processed at Ft. Ben­ 
jamin Harrison, Ind. 
The primary military proc­ 
essing center for deserters will 
mov e from Harrison to Camp 
Atterbu ry , Ind., on Monday , 
and officials said they ex pect to 
process u p to 150 men a day at 
the former World War II and 
Korean War training center. 
James Rolph, 25, su rrendered 
at Harrison on Friday and 
called his mother in Fort 
Thomas, Ky ., afterwards. 
“James said they are not 
being mistreated, bu t ev ery ­ 
body is ignoring them,’’ said 
Mrs. Grace Rolph, 47. “He said 
the officials there are shielding 
them from any bad pu blicity .’’ 
Throu gh Friday , the Ju stice 
Department said it had re­ 
ceiv ed 243 calls and the Penta­ 
gon said it had receiv ed 569 in­ 
qu iries abou t the clemency pro­ 
gram. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed­ 
eral officials reporting that con­ 
su mer prices in Au gu st showed 
the steepest climb in a y ear 
say milk prices may rise to 
record lev els. 
Gov ernment officials, mean­ 
while, promised not to make 
bu dget cu ts at the ex pense of 
the poor and said they will not 
force interest rates u pward. 
Among Friday ’s mix ed eco­ 
nomic dev elopments: 
—The Labor Department re­ 
ported that the cost of liv ing 
rose 1.3 per cent in Au gu st, the 
most sev ere increase since Au ­ 
gu st 1973 after a 6 0-day price 
freeze was lifted. 
—The Agricu ltu re Depart­ 
ment annou nced that it is con­ 
sidering boosting by as mu ch 
as 13 per cent the minimu m 
prices farmers receiv e for 
Gass I milk, the kind retailers 
sell. That cou ld raise the cost 
abou t two cents a qu art. Milk 
u sed for cheese, bu tter and oth­ 
er dairy produ cts wou ld not be 
affected. 
—Federal 
Reserv e 
Board 
chairman Arthu r Bu ms pledged 
that interest rates will not he 
forced u pward. Bu t he told fi­ 
nancial leaders at a presu mmit 
meeting on the economy not to 
ex pect any major declines in 
interest rates. 
—Caspar Weinberger, secre­ 
tary of Health, EMu cation and 


Welfare, ru led ou t anti-inflation 
bu dget cu ts that wou ld fu rther 
inju re the poor, say ing, “Ou r 
effort will be to deliv er more 
benefits at less cost to those 
who are most in need. Su ch 
sacrifices as are requ ired will 
be home by all ou r citizens.’’ 


Meats, clothing, mortgage 
rates and medical serv ices led 
the list of things costing more 
last month. The Au gu st price 
su rge was the second largest 
monthly increase in more than 
23 y ears. 
It was accompanied by a 
Consu mer Price Index of 150.2, 
meaning goods and serv ices 
c(» ting $10 in 1967, the base 
y ear, cost $15.02. 
Also in Au gu st, real spen­ 
dable earnings shrank nine- 
tenths of one per cent to 4.1 per 
cent below a y ear ago and the 
lowest lev el since December 
1970. Av erage gross weekly 
earnings were $157.73 in Au ­ 
gu st, compared with $146 .6 3 a 
y ear ago. 
Grocery and nonfood items 
all cost 1.5 per cent more in 
Au gu st. 
If the Agricu ltu re Depart­ 
ment decides to accept the pro­ 
posal to pay farmers more for 
milk and the entire increase is 
passed on to consu mers, the 
price of milk wou ld su rpass 
records set last spring. 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) — 
Former President Richard M. 
Nix on, who reportedly said last 
week he didn’t ex pect to come 
ou t aliv e if he were hospi­ 
talized, will enter a hospital 
here Monday for treatment of 
the phlebitis that has painfu lly 
swollen his left leg. 
Officials at Memorial Hospi­ 
tal Medical Center said Nix on 
wou ld remain hospitalized for 
at least three da v s. 
Doctors say phlebitis has 
created two blood clots in Nix ­ 
on’s leg, either of which cou ld 
be fatal if it broke free u nd 
locked in his heart or lu ngs. 
As Nix on’s staff annou nced 
on Friday that Nix on wou ld be 
hospitalized, Special Watergate 
Prosecu tor Leon Jaworski su g­ 
gested that U.S. District Cou rt 
Ju dge John J. Sirica condu ct 
his own inqu iry on whether 
Nix on is well enou gh to testify 
at the Watergate cov er-u p trial 
of six former Nix on adminis­ 
tration and campaign aides. 
Both Jaworski and defendant 
John D. Ehrlichman hav e su b­ 
poenaed Nix on to appear at the 
trial, cu rrently schedu led to be­ 
gin Oct. 1. 
Jaworski said Friday that if 
Nix on is too ill to appear at the 
. trial, “the cou rt cou ld consider 
taking the cu stomary step of 
appointing a team of medical 
ex perts to ex amine Mr.Nix on 
and report their findings to the 
cou rt.’’ He also su ggested the 
cou rt might take a deposition 
ou tside the cou rt room. 
Sirica had no immediate 
comment. 
Earlier this week, Nix on’s at­ 
torney mov ed to qu ash a su b­ 
poena that ordered Nix on to 
make a deposition nex t Tu es­ 
day in Santa Ana, Calif., near 
San Gemente, in a Charlotte, 
N.C., civ il case. The attorney s 
contended Nix on was too ill to 
testify . 
A hearing on the motion is 
schedu led Monday . 


Nix on, who has remained se­ 
clu ded most of the time since 
leav ing the presidency , cou ld 
fly by helicopter from his San 
Gemente estate to the roof of 
the Long Beach hospital and go 
down a stairway to a room re­ 
serv ed for him on the six th 
floor of the sev en-floor bu ilding. 


Air Force Maj. Gen William 
Tkach, Nix on’s doctor at the 
White Hou se now stationed in 
Washington, is ex pected to see 
Nix on in the hospital. Dr. John 
C. Lu ngren, Nix on’s long-time 
phy sician, will issu e daily me- 
aical reports on the resigned 
president. 


The doctors say they want to 
u se anticoagu lant dru gs to dis­ 
solv e Nix on’s two clots. Medi­ 
cation in su ch treatments mu st 
first be giv en intrav enou sly and 
later can be taken orally . 


It 
was 
not 
immediately 
known if any family members 
wou ld stay with Nix on after his 
arriv al at the hospital. Dau gh­ 
ter Ju lie Nix on Eisenhower ar­ 
riv ed in San Gemente on 
Thu rsday , and sou rces said she 
came to conv ince her father to 
enter a hospital. 


Nix on ru led ou t a hospital 
stay as recently as last Friday 
when he was ex amined by 
Tkach. It was Tkach who 
qu oted Nix on as say ing, “If 1 
go into the hospital, I’ll nev er 
come ou t aliv e.’’ 
Tkach nev er ex plained why 
Nix on felt that way . 


TEGUCIGALPA, 
Hondu ras 
(AP) — An estimated 7,(X)0 to 
8,000 Hondu rans hav e died in 
floods and landslides cau sed by 
Hu rricane Fifi, the Hondu ran 
National 
Emergency 
Com­ 
mittee said today . 
“Rescu e brigades and radio 
hams confirm that in the town 
of Choloma alone there are be­ 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 dead,’’ 
Col. Edu ardo Andino, coordina­ 
tor of the emergency com­ 
mittee, said in a telephone in­ 
terv iew. 
“Du ring the first reconnais­ 
sance flight we made today in 
air force planes we saw hu n­ 
dreds of bodies floating on the 
waters.’’ 
“In many places where there 
had been townships there is 
now nothing, only water,’’ An­ 
dino said. 
Andino said “destru ction was 
tremendou s’’ in towns and 
ports on the Atlantic coast 
where Hu rricane Fifi stru ck on 
Thu rsday with su stained winds 
of 110 miles per hou r and gu sts 
to 140 m.p.h. 
In Pu erto Cortes, Tela, La 
Ceiba, Tru jillo and Castilla only 
stru ctu res bu ilt on high grou nd 
escaped destru ction, Andino 
said. “Ev ery thing else is cov ­ 
ered by water.’’ 
He said air rescu e missions 
from Nicaragu a and neighbor­ 
ing Gu atemala were made im­ 
possible by bad weather, and 
missions by land and water 
were ex tremely difficu lt. 
He estimated there were 100,- 
000 persons stranded, “some in 
nearby hills, some on the roofs 
of their homes, and still others 
in tre « .... Bu t there are 
many roofless hou ses, and 
people hav e been balancing on 
the tops of walls for three day s 
....’’ he said. 
There were reports from San 
Pedro de Su la, the second larg- 


est Hondu ran city , that au thor­ 
ities there had ordered bodies 
bu rned to prev ent an epidemic. 
In Omoa, abou t 38 miles 
north of Choloma on the coast, 
100 persons were killed and 
“there will probably be more 
deaths there,” Andino said. 
Abou t 80 miles east of the 
San Pedro area, in the port of 
Lu Oiba, Andino confirmed 
that rescu e workers had fou nd 
61 bodies. The city , with a pop­ 
u lation of 53,000 and in the cen­ 
ter of an agricu ltu ral and ba­ 
nana-produ cing area, also re­ 
mained isolated, Andino said. 
Radio San Pedro reported 
thou sands homeless and the de­ 
stru ction of crops and v illages. 
Hondu ran air Force Col. Jose 
O rra Hernandez, who flew a 
reconnaissance mission ov er 
the area, said, “The destru ction 
of an inRnity of hou ses, of ba­ 
nana plantations, of rice-grow­ 
ing areas and crops of corn and 
other basic grains that I had 
the opportu nity to see from the 
air definitely hav e giv en a 
cru shing blow to the backbone 
of the economy of Hondu ras.” 


In neighboring El Salv ador, 
at least 30 were reported dead 
and many missing, according 
to the emergency committee 
and ju dicial au thorities. They 
also reported ex tensiv e crop 
damage. 
There were no confirmed 
deaths in Nicaragu a, Ck>sta 
Rica, Gu atemala and Belize, 
bu t there were reports of dam­ 
age to roads, bridges, commu ­ 
nications and electrical serv ­ 
ices. 
Fifi was redu ced to a tropical 
storm on Friday . The Mex ican 
Weather Bu reau reported it 
was packing 50 m.p.h. winds 
and heading toward the Mex i­ 
can east coast port of Vera­ 
cru z. 


Tighten lid on tax returns 
WASHINGTON (AP) — White 
Hou se officials hav e had their 
access to federal tax retu rns 
sharply cu rtailed by an ex ecu ­ 
tiv e order issu ed by President 
Ford. 
And Ford on Friday also sent 
a memo to heads of depart­ 


ments and agencies demanding 
that laws int^ded to keep the 
civ il serv ice sy stem ou t of poli­ 
tics be “fu lly and effectiv ely 
carried ou t.” 
Ford’s ex ecu tiv e order im­ 
posed the requ irement that only 
he can direct the disclosu re of 


any tax retu rn to a member of 
his staff. 


“Appointments and promo­ 
tions in the career serv ice mu st 
not be made on the basis of ei­ 
ther politics, race, creed or 
sex ,” Ford said. 
Sirica to wait for Nixon appeal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
District Ju dge John J. Sirica 
has decided to wait for a direct 
appeal from Richard M. Nix on 
before deciding if the former 
president is healthy enou gh to 
testify at the Watergate cov er- 
u p trial. 
Althou gh Nix on’s health was 
cited in a defendant’s requ est 
for delay which Sirica tu rned 
down on Friday , the issu e is ex ­ 
pected to come u p again before 
the trial begins (Jet. 1. 
Within a few hou rs after Si­ 
rica tu rned down a requ est for 
a 60-90 day delay from former 
White Hou se aide John D. Eh­ 
rlichman, it was annou nced 
that Nix on wou ld enter the Me­ 
morial Hospital Medical Center 
at Long Beach, Calif., on Mon­ 
day . 
The former President is to 
u ndergo treatment of a recu rr­ 


ing blood v ein disease called 
phlebitis. 
Before Sirica’s ru ling on Fri­ 
day , Special Watergate Prose­ 
cu tor Leon Jaworski u rged the 
ju dge to condu ct his own imme­ 
diate inqu iry into the Presi­ 
dent’s health. In addition to 
phlebitis, Nix on is reported by 
his lawy ers to be su ffering 
from “strain and phy sical fa­ 
tigu e.” 
Jaworski said Sirica shou ld 
send a team of medical ex perts 
to ex amine Nix on if the former 
president’s lawy er, Herbert J. 
Miller, declares him to be too 
ill to testify . 
The Jaworski su ggestion to 
Sirica was temporarily v oided 
when the ju dge tu rned down 
Ehrlichman’s requ est for delay . 
Bu t nex t week, it is ex pected 
that Miller will make his own 
effort to persu ade Sirica that 


his client shou ld not be re­ 
qu ired to testify . When that 
happens, Nix on’s health will 
again become an issu e. 
In an u nrelated civ il case in 
California, Miller said Nix on 
wou ld su ffer a personal hard­ 
ship if requ ired to giv e a sworn 
deposition. Jaworski su ggested 
as a last resort Friday that a 
similar procedu re might be fol­ 
lowed in the cov er-u p trial, al­ 
thou gh depositions are rare in a 
criminal case where cross-ex ­ 
amination before the ju ry by 
prosecu tion and defense law­ 
y ers is the ru le. 
In a related dev elopment Fri­ 
day , the U.S. dk)u rt of appeals 
tu rned down two other cov er-u p 
defendants who had asked for 
an indefinite postponement on 
grou nds that the pardon grant­ 
ed Nix on by President Ford re­ 
su lted in a climate in which an 


impartial ju ry cannot be cho­ 
sen. 
In a 5 to 1 decision, the ap­ 
pals cou rt said it is u p to Si­ 
rica to decide if he can find 12 
ju rors — from among a poten­ 
tial pool of 1,000 persons — who 
are not biased against the de­ 
fendants. 
The appeals cou rt also denied 
a requ est from defendant Gor­ 
don Strachan, a former White 
Hou se 
aide, 
that 
charges 
against him be dismissed. 


Other defendants in the cov ­ 
er-u p trial besides Ehrlichman 
and Strachan inclu de former 
White Hou se chief of staff H.R. 
Haldeman, former Atty . Gen. 
John N. Mitchell, former assist­ 
ant Atty . Gen. Robert C. Mar- 
dian and former re-election 
committee lawy er Kenneth W. 
Parkinson.

Tru man, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and Ly ndon B. Johnson re­ 
ceiv ed su ch materials after 
they left office. 


TTte cou rier jet is flown to 
Nix on’s home at San Gemente, 
Calif, only when briefing infor­ 
mation is to be deliv er^, and 
members of the former Presi­ 
dent’s family or staff are per­ 
mitted to go along on a space- 
av ailable basis, said William 
Gu lley , an ex ecu tiv e assistant 
in the White Hou se milita?y of­ 
fice.

The state representativ e, whose district one 
time inclu ded Lee G>u nty bu t now does not in­ 
clu de this cou nty , noted the time has come when 
we are at a threshold of a new era of gov ernment 
and are being called u pon to ex amine priorities. 
“Why do we spend billions to pu t a man on 
the moon when we hav e not ex erted enou gh en­ 
ergy and money to find a cu re for cancer? 
“Why are we spending millions for defense 
when there are millions of ou r people who are not 
getting good edu cations and when many poor 
kids are not being able to become engineers, doc­ 
tors or lawy ers?” Brinkmeier challenged. 


Bu rke, speaking briefly , said “Ov er the past 
generation we hav e seen the shift of interest, re­ 
sponsibility and power to Washington all in the 
hope and belief the federal gov ernment cou ld 
solv e ou r problems.” 
Now, he continu ed, after a generation and 
following the spending of billions of dollars and 
with abu se of power, there is a continu ed failu re 
of the federal gov ernment to handle the bu rden 
imposed u pon it. 
"We see perceptible changes in the opinion 
of the citizenry that may be we need to bring gov ­ 
ernment back home where it rightfu lly belongs,” 
opined the candidate. 
“We cannot hav e gov ernment of the people, 
if we people cannot affect the cou rse of gov ern­ 
ment,” Bu rke asserted. 
“As I look at ou r local and state gov ern­ 
ments, 1 see more and more people responding to 
the actions taken. I wish this interest cou ld reach 
the federal gov ernment.” 
Bu rke predicted the y ears ahead will see a 
^ ift of activ ities of gov ernment back to the 
states, to the (» u nties and to the cities.

Ba se d on the milita rists’ ne w “ 1 0 - 
ye a r pla n of gove rnme nt’’ a nd the 
re ce nt burning of the e le ctora l rolls, 
it a ppe a rs the re turn of a popula rly 
e le cte d gove rnme nt in Chile is more 
re mote tha n e ve r. 
Ma ny of the milita rists’ prob­ 
le ms, howe ve r, ha ve not be e n of 
the ir own ma king. The e conomy a 
ye a r a go wa s in cha os. The tre a sury 
wa s dra ine d by the ne ce ssity of im­ 
porting food a nd othe r goods be ­ 
ca use loca l production ha d suffe re d 
from work stoppa ge s a nd politica l 
skuldugge ry. 
“ We kne w from the ve ry be gin­ 
ning it would be a ve ry difficult 
ta sk,’’ sa id Wa lte r He itma nn, a for­ 
me r a ir force ge ne ra l who is Chile a n 
a mba ssa dor to the Unite d Sta te s. 
“ Ma ny pe ople did not re a liz e how 
de e p the da ma ge wa s.’’ 
Coppe r production now is up 3 0 
pe r ce nt from the Alle nde ye a rs a nd 
this ha s promote d a good cre dit ra t­ 
ing a mong inte rna tiona l le nding 
a ge ncie s. But highe r oil price s ha ve 
wipe d out a ny re a l mone ta ry ga ins. 
Chile will ha ve to import a bout 
$ 6 0 0 million worth of fe e d gra ins this 
crop ye a r, but a gricultura l produc­ 
tion is on the upswing too. This is due 
a t le a st in pa rt to a n a griculture re ­ 
form progra m tha t give s fa rm work­ 
e rs title to plots of la nd ta ke n from 
ma jor la nd holde rs se ve ra l ye a rs 
a go. Te chnicia ns ha ve be e n orde re d 
to he lp the sma ll fa rme rs with a d­ 
vice on pla nting, fe rtiliz ing a nd cul­ 
tiva tion. 


Although the cost of living rose 
1 7 4 pe r ce nt in the first se ve n months 
of this ye a r, the ra te of incre a se is 
slowing. During the la st 1 2 months of 
the Alle nde a dministra tion, the cost 
of living rose 6 5 0 pe r ce nt. 
Encoura ging is the re stora tion of 
some industry to forme r owne rs. Ac­ 
cording to Chile a n officia ls, the re 
a re 4 9 ne w fore ign industria l inve st­ 
me nts in the county—mostly Ja pa n­ 
e se , some U.S. a nd one Europe a n. 
The se sa me officia ls e stima te the 
gross na tiona l product by ye a r’s e nd 
will be up 6 .3 pe r ce nt compa re d 
with a drop of 5 .7 pe r ce nt during the 
la st ye a r unde r Alle nde . 
Dise a se hurt be e f production this 
ye a r, but officia ls note tha t for the 
first time in me mory fish, fruits a nd 
ve ge ta ble s a re be ing e x porte d a nd 
house wive s no longe r ha ve to line up 
a t da wn outside the ma rke ts for 
the se foods. 


Efforts in othe r fie lds a re more 
spotty. Te le phone s—one e ve ry thre e 
blocks—we re insta lle d with gre a t 
fa nfa re in slums a round the ca pita l 
of Sa ntia go, a nd stre e ts we re gra d­ 
e d. But it is in the se slums, which 
we re hotbe ds of le ftist Alle nde loya l­ 
ty, tha t soldie rs ha ve conce ntra te d 
the ir midnight ra ids to flush out sus­ 
pe cte d re sista nce le a de rs a nd othe r 
critics of the ne w syste m. 
Most obse rve rs a gre e the re no 
longe r is syste ma tic torture a nd e x ­ 
e cution of politica l e ne mie s. But, a s 
one woma n put it: “ The milita ry a nd 
the civilia ns spe a k a diffe re nt la n­ 
gua ge a nd tha t be come s a prob­ 
le m.’’ 
Amba ssa dor He itma nn goe s to 
gre a t le ngths to e x pla in the diffe r­ 
e nce be twe e n the milita ry twisting 
a n a rm or striking a skull with a rifle 
butt, which he sa ys is a cce pte d a s a 
“ police ta ctic,’’ a nd wha t he ca lle d 
“ spe cia l torture ” involving e le ctric 
prods, e x te nde d physica l a buse a nd 
othe r forms of physica l a nd me nta l 
dure ss. 
“ The re is no torture in Chile to­ 
da y,” He itma nn de cla re s, a dding 
quickly, “ a nd re me mbe r, we ha ve 
fire d 1 5 office rs for a busing prison­ 
e rs.” 
It wa s the a dmitte d misha ndling 
of prisone rs, which a t one time num­ 
be re d a bout 1 5 ,0 0 0 , tha t prompte d 
imme dia te a dve rse world re a ction 
to the milita ry ta ke ove r.

His wife , who is he rse lf a ve te ra n 
Communist officia l, told a Nige ria n 
de le ga tion in Pe king la st we e k tha t 
Chou ha d e ffe ctive ly re signe d a fte r 
suffe ring a se cond he a rt a tta ck. He 
is not now e x p^ te d to re sume his 
norma l punishing sche dule e ve r 
a ga in. 
The timing of Chou’s illne ss is un­ 
fortuna te for se ntime nta l re a sons— 
the ce le bra tion of the Communists’ 
2 5 ye a rs in powe r in China on Oct. 1 
would not be the sa me without him— 
a nd a lso for ve ry pra ctica l one s. The 
CTiine se pla inly would ha ve like d to 
ge t some unfinishe d bura ucra tic 
busine ss out of the wa y be fore the 
a nnive rsa ry; a ne w dra ft sta te con­ 
stitution ha s ye t to be a pprove d a nd 
some high officia ls, including the 
he a d of sta te a nd the de fe nse minis­ 
te r, ha ve ye t to be a ppointe d. 
The pre scribe d wa y of de a ling 
with the se ma tte rs is a t a full-dre ss 
me e ting of the Na tiona l Pe ople ’s 
Congre ss, China ’s ne a re st e quiva ­ 
le nt to a le gisla ture ; but no such 
me e ting ha s be e n he ld for ne a rly 1 0 
ye a rs. 'iTie contiicts wnicn na ve pre ­ 
ve nte d a summoning of the congre ss 
since it wa s first procla ime d to be 
immine nt four ye a rs a go se e m a t 
le a st pa rtly to ha ve be e n re solve d. 
But Chou’s illne ss re move s the 
one ma n ca pa ble of e ngine e ring the 
ine vita ble la st-minute compromis­ 
e s—a nd introduce s the proble m of 
se le cting his succe ssor. All of which 
ma ke s a congre ss be fore Oct. 1 pre t­ 
ty unlike ly. 
It is a re fle ction of Chou En-la i’s 
prodigious workloa d tha t his job is 
now be ing pe rforme d by two me n. 
Te ng Hsia -ping a nd Li Hsie n-nie n, 
both de puty prime ministe rs a nd 
both Communist pa rty me mbe rs for 
ne a rly 5 0 ye a rs, ha ve be e n ta king 
turns on the me e ting-a nd-gre e ting 
circdit. 
Te ng, who ha s re ce ive d ra the r 
more fore ign sta te sme n a nd ma de 
ra the r more spe e che s, is ge ne ra lly 
re ga rde d a s the front-runne r for 
Chou’s job.

ye a r’s figure s in the Uniform Crime 
Re ports, which a re te rrible . 


Howe ve r, the Nix on a dministra ­ 
tion did ma ke politica l ca pita l out of 
its de dica tion to a na tiona l a tta ck on 
crime , it did ta ke cre dit in Pre side nt 
Nix on’s first thre e ye a rs for a de ­ 
cline of the ra te of riiie of the crime 
inde x , a nd it wa s a ble brie fly to re ­ 
joice ove r a n a ctua l fa ll in the re ­ 
porte d crime ra te in 1 9 7 2 .

Ove r 3 5 0 ye a rs a go the Dutch jur­ 
ist, Hugo Grotius, formula ting the 
le ga l doctrine of the fre e dom of the 
se a s, wrote of, “ The oce a n, which 
a lthough surrounding this e a rth with 
the e bb a nd flow of its tide s, ca n be 
ne ithe r se iz e d nor e nclose d; na y, 
which ra the r posse sse s the e a rth 
tha n is by it posse sse d.” 
This ye a r’s Unite d Na tions Con­ 
fe re nce on the La w of the Se a , which 
a sse mble d a t Ca ra ca s, Ve ne z ue la is 
like ly to re dè fine Grotius’s la w to a n 
unre cogniz a ble d ^ re e . For the con­ 
fe re nce coincide s with a qua ntum 
jump in ma n’s a bility a nd de te rmi­ 
na tion to “ se iz e a nd e nclose ” the 
wa te ry commons tha t cove rs two- 
thirds of his pla ne t. 
This cha nge , which a mounts to 
the e x te nsion to oce a n spa ce of the 
mode rn te chnologica l orde r, ha s 
be e n building up for some time . But 
a t a ce rta in point in the e x te nsion of 
te chnology, the proce sse s be come 
cumula tive , the pa ce a cce le ra te s 
formida bly a nd me n sudde nly wa ke 
to the re a liz a tion tha t the ir whole 
wa y of life a nd work ha s be e n tra ns­ 
forme d. 
Tha t wa s how the proce ss e volve d 
on la nd. Now it looks a s though we 
a re witne ssing the sa me proce ss of 
critica l a cce le ra tion in the oce a ns. 
We ca n de fine se ve ra l tra ditiona l 
use s of oce a n spa ce —for tra nsport, 
a s a source of we a lth (which in the 
pa st ha s ma inly me a nt fishing a nd 
wha ling), a s a n a re a for fix e d insta l­ 
la tions 
(pie rs, 
lighthouse s, 
te le ­ 
gra ph ca ble s), a nd a s a n ultima te 
dump for a ll the wa ste s of huma n so­ 
cie ty. In a ll the se ca te gorie s, cha nge 
is now formida bly spe e ding up. 
The tra nsfe r of goods by se a is 
e x pa nding by e ight pe r ce nt a ye a r. 
In the 1 9 6 0 s, the we ight of world ca r­ 
go double d—from 1 ,1 1 0 million tons 
to 2 ,2 8 0 million tons. 
Whe n we turn to the e x ploita tion 
of the oce a ns’ re source s, it is more 
tha n a que stion of a va st e x pa nsion 
of a tra ditiona l a ctivity. Fishing a nd 
wha ling ha ve , it is true , grown to 
a n unpre ce de nte d de gre e . But the 
de ve lopme nt of ne w mine ra l re ­ 
source s is more re ma rka ble still. 
Whe the r the se a rch is for prote in, 
fue l or mine ra ls, the sca le of e x ploi­ 
ta tion is a lr^ d y without pre ce de nt. 
Be twe e n 1 9 5 0 a nd 1 9 7 0 , the world 


fish ca tch gre w from 2 0 million me t­ 
ric tons to 7 0 million tons. Such a 
va st e x pa nsion wa s ma de possible 
by ra dica l cha nge s in fishing te ch­ 
nology. Fa ctory ships, we ighing up 
to 4 4 ,0 0 0 tons, some time s e quippe d 
with the oce a nic e quiva le nt of gia nt 
va cuum cle a ne rs, suck up a ll forms 
of ma rine life , dump ba ck into the 
se a the unwa nte d ma te ria l—a wha le 
ca n be fle nse d a nd me lte d down in 
just ha lf a n hour—a nd the n re frige r­ 
a te on the spot fish de stine d for ma r­ 
ke ts on la nd. 
Such ma ss me thods a re indis­ 
crimina te . Porpoise s, for insta nce , 
ca ught in ne ts tra wling for tuna , a re 
be coming a thre a te ne d spe cie s. 
But the bigge st bre a k with the 
pa st come s with the growth of min­ 
e ra l e x ploita tion. At pre se nt, the e x ­ 
tra ction of oil a nd na tura l ga s from 
the contine nta l she lve s provide s 1 5 
pe r ce nt of the oil produce d e a ch 
ye a r. 
By 1 9 8 0 , it is e stima te d tha t off­ 
shore oil will a ccount for be twe e n 3 0 
a nd 4 0 pe r ce nt of the world’s supply. 
By the e nd of the ce ntury, the pe r­ 
ce nta ge could be ne a rly ha lf of a n 
a nnua l globa l tota l. 
The la rge st discove ry so fa r lie s 
on the de e p oce a n be d in the form of 
une x pla ine d but highly e x ploita ble 
re se rve s of so-ca lle d nodule s, va ry­ 
ing in siz e from ping pong ba lls to 
footba lls, ma de la rge ly of ma nga ­ 
ne se , coba lt, nicke l a nd coppe r, a nd 
a ble , a ccording to some e stima te s, 
to provide 4 0 0 million tons of ore a n­ 
nua lly a dinfinitum since the y oblig­ 
ingly re ne w the mse lve s. 
A va st incre a se in the numbe r of 
fix e d insta lla tions in the se a s follows 
ine vita bly from this e x pa nsion of 
mine ra l e x ploita tion. Ships in the 
Gulf of Me x ico a lre a dy ha ve to fol­ 
low ca re fully de fine d shipping la ne s 
to a void collisions with the pla tforms 
a nd rigs of offshore oil. 
Pipe line s will incre a singly link 
the we lls with onshore fa cilitie s. 
The re a re only nine ports in the 
world which ca n ha ndle the 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 - 
ton ta nke r.

WALNUT— When two teams 
get together on a Friday night 
and lock horns on a striped 600- 
yard field, something has got to 
happen. And happen it did in 
the rural community as the 
Blue Raiders butted heads with 
the Buda Western Rams and 
came up on the losing end of the 
30-0contest, here, Friday night. 
Fans saw two games in one as 
the Buda offensive team ran up 
the 30-0 score by the end of the 
first half and then came back 
to battle head-to-head defen­ 
sively with the home team in 
the final half. Several mistakes 
in the first half by the Raiders 
and a good adjustment in the fi­ 
nal half also made for the two- 
game exhibition. 
The game started out with 
Walnut receiving the ball but 
four plays later the Raiders 
gave it up without getting the 
first down. Western took over 
on their own 41-yard line. 
Walnut’s defense went to 
work and looked strong as they 
caught the Buda rusher behind 
the line of scrimmage, throw­ 
ing him for a seven-yard loss. 
With second and 17 yards to go 
for the first down, Western 
quarterback 
Kevin 
Anglin 
flipped the ball out to David 
Hartz, who ran it 78 yards for a 
touchdown with only 1:43 gone 
in the game. The conversion on 
a run in by Anglin made the 
score 8-0. 
Once again Walnut received 
the ball and started a drive to 
gain back the points lost to Bu­ 
da. Joe Gibson and Toby 
Greenwood took turns carrying 
the ball for the Raiders and 
managed to gain some yardage 
before Anglin for Western In­ 
tercepted the pass, and ran it 34 
yards for their second touch­ 
down. The conversion was 
good, to boost the Rams’ lead to 
16-0over the Raiders. 
With over half of the first 
quarter to go, Walnut once 
again had possession of the 
ball. The teams traded drives 
and, as the quarter ended. Wal­ 
nut recovered a Western fum­ 
ble on the 24-yard line. 
The Raiders couldn’t put it 
together in the opening minutes 
of the second quarter and had to 
punt the ball on fourth and 
three. A hard rush by the 
Rams’ front line blocked the 
punt attempt and took over for 
their team on the 15-yard line. 
Buda’s Anglin picked up 
some more ground yardage for 
his team, before back-to-back 
fumbles by the two teams set up 
another touchdown play for the 
Rams from the nine-yard line. 
The touchdown came on a pass 
from Anglin to John Winek. The 
conversion attempt failed and 
the score stood 22-0, Buda. 
The Raiders received the 
kick-off on their own 33-yard 
line and started another drive. 
Gibson managed to pick up 
some yardage against Western 
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but, on fourth and one, Walnut 
was forced to give up the ball 
with less than two minutes in 
the half. 
Short runs, picking up small 
yardage, set up the Rams’ final 
score of the night. Mike Bloom­ 
berg made the touchdown for 
Western with 11 seconds left in 
the half. The conversion was 
good, to make the score 30-0 
Third quarter and the new 
game began. Walnut’s defense 
perked up and went to work 
against the quickness of the 
Rams, except this time West­ 
ern was as quick as in the first 
half. 
The Raiders kicked-off to the 
Rams and then started an ad­ 
justed plan of attack. Several 
times Walnut caught Western 
behind the line of scrimmage. 
Four plays after the drive be­ 
gan, Western was forced to give 
up the ball but a fumble put the 
ball back in the Rams’ posses­ 
sion. Western still could not get 
a drive going and Walnut soon 
had first and 10 yards, deep in 
their own territory 
The Raiders couldn’t get 
their offense rolling in the sec­ 
ond half but, where their of­ 
fense failed, their defense spar­ 
kled. Raider Roger Johnson 
played a strong defensive game 
as he personally caused two 
Western fumbles and consist­ 
ently kept pressure on their of­ 
fense team. 
It was this consistent pres­ 
sure by Johnson and the rest of 
the Raider defensive line which 
forced Western to make mis­ 
takes. Penalties against Buda 
also aided Walnut. Two 15-yard 
penalties for blocking killed two 
drives, giving the ball to Wal­ 
nut. 
The fourth quarter was al­ 
most a carbon copy of the third. 
Again, the Raiders’ defense 
pressed, keeping the Rams 
away from the end zone. 
Walnut never could get its of­ 
fense rolling and for the rest of 
the quarter the two teams trad­ 
ed unsuccessful drives. The 
Raiders tried one last time to 
get a touchdown but the clock 
ran out and Buda had handed 
Walnut its third loss of the sea­ 
son. 
Statistically, if the Raiders 
could have deleted the first 
half, they would have been 
ahead in the stat column. In the 
first half, Western racked up 
232 yards, compared to 18 yards 
in the final half 
The Raiders gained 90 yards, 
with 72 total yards rushing. 
Walnut gained 18 yards in the 
air on seven pass attempts, 
with four completions. One 
Raider pass was intercepted. 
Walnut had two first downs in 
the game and made both of 
them by rushing. Western 
made two out of three first 
downs by rushing and got the 
third on a penalty situation. 
Buda gave up the ball five 
times on fumbles, while Walnut 
gave up the ball on six fumbles. 


Raider punters averaged a dis­ 
tance of 24 yards on seven 
punts. Western punted four 
times for a 3l-yard average. 
The Raiders will now take a 0- 
3 record to Bradford Friday 
night in another conference 
game.
